Lompoc's future 
growth depends 
on many factors

(Editor’s Note: This is the last of a 
three-part series). 
A simple chemical substance may 
determine just how much Lompoc will 
be able to grow in the future. 
It’s a substance farmers, ranchers, 
communities, states and nations have 
fought over since time immemorial. 
It’s H20 — water. 
Water, and the treatment of waste 
water, are the two environmental fac­ 
tors likely to inhibit growth in any com­ 
munity. For without water life cannot be 
sustained and without sewage treatment, 
life could get unpleasant in a hurry. 
In Lompoc one of these key factors 
doesn’t figure to be a problem for a long, 
long time, if ever. Construction of the 
new sewage treatment plant should take 
care of that aspect for quite a few years 
to come. 
The plant will have the capacity to 
treat approximately twice the amount of 
sewage generated by its service area — 
Lompoc and Vandenberg Village. And 
it’s designed so the capacity can be easi­ 
ly doubled should the need ever arise. 
But water? Now that’s a different 
story. 
Discussing the environm ental 
problems that could inhibit Lompoc’s 
growth and/or cause problems for the 
community if it grows, community 
development director A1 Autry said: 
"Water, both in quantity and quality, is 
the most limiting factor.” 
Right now Lompoc survives on approx­ 
imately 3500 acre feet of water yearly, 
pumped from underground supplies by 
the city. If projected growth figures for 
the community hold, then sometime in 
the next 15 years, the city is going to 
have to find another source of water. 
Using a population projection of 32- 
34,000 by 1990, city water superintendent 
A1 Thompson says the city will need 
twice the water it now uses. 
"That means that sometime in the 
next five or 10 years, we’re going to have 
to come up with something like 2,000 or 
2,200 acre feet of water from other 
sources,” said Thompson. 
At this time the city and county have 
undertaken a joint study of the water 
needs of the Lompoc Valley. The study 
should be completed by 1976 or 1977, ac­ 
cording to Autry. 
“ At ¿hat time we should have a better 


understanding of the costs and 
availability of water resources,” he said. 
For the short term things look pretty 
good, according to Autry. The city is cur­ 
rently planning to build a three-million 
gallon reservoir to help augment the city 
supply capability. Of course this water 
too would come from wells. 
Although additional pumping will sup­ 
ply the water needs for some time to 
come, it will cause problems. 
Thompson said if the trends continue, 
the underground water level would con­ 
tinue to drop and the quality of the water 
will decline He said the more the wells 
are drawn down,the more mineral con­ 
tent the water will have. 
Autry noted in some parts of the lower 
valley the water is pretty atrocious now. 
Thompson said the good rainfall of re­ 
cent years has helped the problem to 
some extent. The recharge rate for the 
underground water basin has been good, 
slowing both the drawdown rate and 
decline in water quality. A dry spell 
could quickly reverse this, he said. 
The city has not been able to establish 
a definite rate of decline that will show 
exactly when additional water will have 
to be acquired. 
The current study of the water situa­ 
tion should help point this out and deter­ 
mine what alternative water sources 
there are. Where supplemental supplies 
will come from at this time is specula­ 
tion. Thompson mentioned the state 
water project, desalinization and waste 
water reclamation as possibilities. 


Although water is probably the only 
factor that could throw a monkey wrench 
into Lompoc growth plans, there are 
other aspects of the environment that 
could be seriously affected, and with 
them the quality of life, if the effects of 
growth are not taken into consideration. 
In many areas of the country what was 
once an esthetically pleasant rural en­ 
vironment became a classic case of 
urban blight due to unplanned and un­ 
checked development. 
And it could happen here. 


Autry noted he spent eight years in 
Orange County and observed firsthand 
how sprawling development had ruined 
the charm of a rich agricultural area. 
"Something like that could easily hap­ 
pen here and it would be disaster for the 
area,” he said.

Church blames FBI

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, today said his commit­ 
tee investigating the CIA was getting 
"excellent cooperation” from the White 
House but the F B I had not turned over 
material requested nearly two months 
ago. 
He said he was asking Attorney 
General Edward H. Levi and FB I Direc­ 
tor Clarence Kelley to testify next week 
before the Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence, which he chairs. 
Church released a letter written 
Wednesday to Levi saying that lack of 
response of the F B I and Justice Depart- 


House panel okays 
farm program bill 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
Appropriations Committee today ap­ 
proved a $13 billion money bill for farm 
programs over the next 15 months, a 
level that exceeds President Ford’s 
spending proposals by $91.4 million. 
The committee provided $4.4 billion 
for the food stamp program, largest 
single item in the measure, but said this 
would only suffice through January when 
at least another $3 billion would be 
needed. 
The panel noted that the administra­ 
tion originally asked for $3.5 billion for 
the food stamp program in the 1976 fiscal 
year that started July 1. Since that time 
administration spokesmen have said the 
cost for the year might top $7 billion but 
no additional request has yet been made 
to Congress. 
The committee said its proposed ap­ 
propriation would last only through Jan. 
31. 1976.

ment to certain requests was holding up 
its work. 
"As has already been made clear to 
members of your staff,” he said, “ the 
failure of the Justice Department and 
the F B I to respond fully to the commit­ 
tee’s request has everely hampered our 
investigative work. 
“ Since the committee is now receiving 
excellent cooperation from the White 
House and other agencies on highly sen­ 
sitive matters, and indeed from the 
Justice Department and the F B I on as­ 
sassination matters, we are at a loss to 
understand what special difficulties are 
presented by the May 14 request.” 
A committee staff member said the 
May requests concerened allegations 
that the F B I engaged in political abuses, 
surveillance and wiretaps against 
citizens and keeping noncriminal fies on 
Americans. 
In other CIA related developments 
today: 
— President Ford strongly denied a 
congressman’s allegations that CIA 
agents had secretly infiltrated the White 
House staff. “ I can say flatly there are 
no CIA agents in an undercover or hidden 
role in the White House and I have been 
assured there never have been,” Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen told reporters. 
— The family of a former Army 
Department employe said they want the 
CIA to be held “ publicly and punitively 
accountable” for causing his LSD- 
induced suicide 22 years ago. They said 
they would sue the CIA over the death of 
Frank R. Olson in 1953. 
Church released his letter after the 
committee held a morning session in an 
attempt to complete its investigation of 
alleged CIA assassination plots by the 
end of this month. 
400-acre ranch acreage 
fire closes Highway 101 


Fire blackened more than 400 acres of 
valuable ranch property, north of Los 
Alamos yesterday, threatened some 
structures for a time, and forced the 
closing of Highway 101. 


No one was injured, according to early 
reports, no structures were damaged 
and Highway 101 was in normal opera­ 
tion by 8 p.m. 


Cause of the blaze, worst this year, 
was under investigation today. One 
report, however, indicated some sparks 
from a power transformer on a pole near 
the Ray Smith Ranch home, three miles 
north of Los Alamos erupted at 2:03 p.m. 
Within minutes, wind had carried the 
flames across the Smith Ranch, ac­ 
cording to County Fire Department Batt. 
Chief Ed McGready. A short time later 
the flames spilled across Highway 101 
and across grass and grazing lands of 


Ranch 101, Getty Oil Lease and the Sainz 
Ranch. 
California Highway Patrol officers 
closed Highway 101 at about 4 p.m. An 
hour and a half later, one lane in both 
north and southbound directions was 
open. The emergency orders were lifted 
at about 8 p.m. 
The flames burned some stands of oak 
trees, according to McGready, and 
destroyed some fencing and some grain 
that had been cut and was in the fields 
waiting to be gathered. 
On the far-flung fire line were about 70 
fire fighters including three 15-man hot 
shot fire crews. One of the latter crews 
was from Santa Barbara County and the 
others from Rose Valley. Four fire 
fighting planes were also in the fight and 
there were three county engine com­ 
panies, six brush truck units and four 
bulldozers. 


GENEVA (U PI) - Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko met today 
and said they hoped to make progress 
toward a treaty limiting each side’s of­ 
fensive strategic nuclear weapons. 
" I hope a SALT agreement can be 
reached by the fall,” when President 
Ford and General Secretary Leonid I. 
Brezhnev of the Soviet Communist party 
are to meet in Washington. Kissinger 
told newsmen. 
“ Let us hope. Let us hope.” said 
Gromyko, standing beside Kissinger out­ 
side the Soviet mission conference room 
minutes before the opening of their two 
days of talks. 
Earlier, a senior American official 
traveling with Kissinger cautioned that 
no major breakthrough probably would 
emerge here and that, in fact, much 
divides the two sides. 
Kissinger and Gromyko also were dis­ 
cussing Moscow’s sponsored European 
Security Conference and, most delicate­ 
ly, American peace-making attempts in 
the Middle East. 
The meeting began at 5 p.m. (1 p.m. 
ED T) amid a kind of diplomatic 
Alphonse and Gaston routine the two 
veteran diplomats like to mask their 
periodic sessions in. 
"Who did this?” exclaimed Gromyko, 
throwing up his hands and rolling his 
eyes when Kissinger’s black Cadillac 
lim ousine sliced up the narrow 
driveway, blocking Kissinger and 
Gromyko from newsmen and some of the 
score of U.S. and Soviet bodyguards. 


Record grain 
crop report 
forecasted 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A new 
Agriculture Department report is likely 
to predict record grain crops on a scale 
big enough to slow food inflation, of­ 
ficials say. 
The crop estimate was to be released 
today on the heels of Wednesday’s 
department report predicting Soviet 
grain production this year will be cut to 
195 million metric tons — five million 
tons below a June forecast. 
The new Soviet estimate, about equal 
to last year’s crop, was below U.S. 
forecasts of Soviet needs and heightened 
prospects of Russian orders for 
American and Canadian grain over the 
current year. In view of an expected big 
harvest here, Agriculture Department 
officials have said the U.S. could sell 
Russia 10 million tons of grain — half 
wheat, half corn — without pinching 
domestic or other foreign buyers. 
The July estimates of American crops 
include the season’s first official es­ 
timate of the key corn crop. Corn produc­ 
tion was pinched by drought and other 
weather disasters to a sub-par 4.7 billion 
bushels last year but has been expected 
to rise above the 1973 crop record of 5.6 
billion bushels.

Gromyko flew in earlier today on a 
special Aeroflot jetliner and was hosting 
Kissinger at their first session at the 
Soviet diplomatic mission. 


In a brief arrival statement Gromyko 
said that he and Kissinger have “ no lack 
of subjects for discussion,” including 
Soviet-American relations and European 
questions. 
Beattie Park playground 
plans outlined at meet

Members of the Lompoc Parks and 
Recreation Commission last night 
favored the proposed drawing of a 
playground at Beattie Park, criticized 
the Flower Festival and disagreed on the 
suggestion of charging fees to clubs for 
use of the Ryon Park barbecue area. 
During a regular meeting, Jack 
Anderson, parks and recreation 
superintendent, unveiled a detailed 
drawing of a permanent playground in 
undeveloped Beattie Park that should be 
built and open to the public “ by the end 
of the year.” While asking many ques­ 
tions, the commissioners generally liked 
what they saw. 
Steve Crestwell, a Crestview Terrace 
resident who has long called for a tem­ 
porary playground in the long delayed 
development of the park area, was in the 
audience. When asked if he liked the 
drawing, he said, “ Oh, yes. You can’t 
look a gift-park in the mouth.” 
The playground is 150 feet wide and 110 
feet in depth. It contains tire swings, see 
saws and a fortress and tunnel made 
from sewer pipes. There is one large 
sand lot encircled by 12-inch high 
telephone poles and two smaller sand 
lots. 
According to designer Rob Northrop (a 
recent architect graduate now working 
for the rec department), the playground 
has been designed “ to employ nature” 
and to get away from the manicured 
park look. 
Along with seating for adults and bicy­ 
cle stalls, room has been set aside for a 
tiny tot play area. The playground, which 
comes with large areas of turf, is 
enclosed by a concrete walkway. 
Anderson reported that the playground 
will be a permanent fixture rather than 
an interim or temporary one as was first 
thought. It will cost $7,000 to build, ex­ 
cluding the cost of a half of mile of 
telephone poles that go into the land­ 
scape. 
New poles would cost another $7,000 so 
efforts will be made to buy or retrieve 
unwanted used poles. 
As of now, no bathroom or drinking 
fountain facilities are included in the 
plans; they will come with the full 
development of Beattie Park, said 
Anderson. 
A small parking lot off Fifth Street is 
included in the plan and the playground 
is located about 250 feet into the park 
from the playground. 
In other business, Jack Barnes, city 
park maintenance supervisor, reported 


that no unexpected damage was done to 
Ryon Park during the Flower Festival, 
"just the usual wear and tear on the 
turf.” 
The subject, however, evoked 
criticism of the festival by commission 
members. Chairman Joe Valencia began 
by telling of the trouble caused by motor­ 
cycle riders carrying bayonets at the 
park and how there wasn’t enough police 
on hand to handle a serious crisis had 
there been one. 
He noted that many families at the 
park were threatened by the bikers’ 
behavior. "When it gets to a point there 
is terror in the park, then something 
needs to be done,” he said. 


The chairman asked Anderson to have 
a representative from the Lompoc 
Police Department at the next meeting 
"to answer some questions" about their 
handling of the festival crowds. 


Commissioner Leonard Akronowitz 
questioned the festival in general, sug­ 
gesting it should be less advertised, 
more of a community only affair, and a 
less expensive celebration to produce. 
The festival committee and Chamber of 


Conuneice should ask why and evaluate 
how the annual festival is held, he said. 
"I feel the festival is a little bit out of 
touch of the type of community we 
have,” Akronowitz remarked. 
Chairman Valencia appointed a com­ 
mittee to investigate the suggestion 
made by commissioner Mike Siminski to 
charge a small fee to clubs who want to 
use the barbecue area at Ryon Park for 
fund-raising purposes. The fees collected 
would go back toward the repair and im­ 
provement of the facility, he proposed. 
Commissioners. Akronowitz. Valencia 
and Larry Flinkingshelt disfavored the 
suggestion while George Johnson agreed 
with Siminski. 
"All the groups who use the area are 
civic minded groups who in turn put 
money back into the community.” noted 
Valencia. 
Johnson said if a fee was charged.” you 
won’t have to fight the budget each year 
to get funds." 
During a recent joint meeting,the com­ 
mission appealed to the City Council to 
approve a $10,000 ( 75-76) budget item to 
improve the park barbecue area. The 
new budget has not as yet been finalized. 
Regulatory agency reform 
called for by President 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Urging 
reform of federal regulatory agencies. 
President Ford today said that the con­ 
sumer is best able to achieve his wants 
"through the market place" and called 
for “ maximum freedom to private 
enterprise.” 
Ford said he believed the government 
should intrude in the free market place 
only when social needs are well defined 
or when monopoly conditions prevail. 
Ford took his stand against the growth 
of government controls at the opening of 
a White House conference with represen­ 
tatives of the major federal regulatory 
agencies and commissions 
"The government should foster rather- 
rather than frustrate freedom” in 
business enterprise. Ford said. 
But at the same time he promised that 
the Justice Department’s antitrust divi­ 
sion would vigorously enforce business 
barriers which affect the consumer. 
The President spoke forcefully in the 
East Room of his crusade to eliminate or 
ease restrictive regulations which he 
claims impede competition and are cost­ 
ly to the consumer. 


"I feel very deeply we must seriously 
consider the cost to the American con­ 
sumer of all government regulation.” he 
said. 
He told the gathering that he found 
that there is "growing public attention 
and support” in all sectors of society, in­ 
cluding Congress and the government 
regulators themselves, to bring about 
reform of the government rules and 
regulations 
He said that at his meeting last month 
with 24 members of Congress "there was 
unanimity that we must examine our 
regulatory practices ”

Presiding Superior Judge 
Floyd C. Dodson has set Mon 
day at 9 a.m. to conduct a hear­ 
ing on an election contest filing 
directed against county of­ 
ficials, the Exxon Co., U S A., 
and the Inland Alternative 
Committee funded by Exxon 
Contesting the results of a 
referendum which favored Ex­ 
xon’s bid for an onshore proces­ 
sing plant in the Refugio area 
west of Goieta are nine county 
citizens, declared Santa Bar­ 
bara attorney Darryl Perlin, 
who is representing them 
The nine persons allege that 
Exxon Co., U.S.A., “ through its 
agent, the Inland Alternative 
Committee," violated the elec­ 
tion code in several instances. 
The County Elections Office is 
charged with “ malconduct" by 
providing insufficient election 
polling places and services and. 
in effect, “ disenfranchising” a 
number of voters whose votes 
“ would have made a difference 
in the result." 
Perlin said as far as he knew 
it is the first action to contest a 
countywide election in this 
county. 
The May referendum had 
come about after petitions 
signed by more than 20.000 
county voters had protested a 
Board of Supervisors action in 
re zoning a canyon site for the 
processing plant. 
The nine contestants include 
several Isla Vista residents and 
others residing on the South 
Coast. They are: Richard Noel, 
Patrice Drolet, Carla Frisk, 
Michael Gold. William McIn­ 
tyre, Selma Rubin. Bill Rubin, 
Ronald L. Smith and William 
Stefaneck. 
Exxon is charged with acting 
through the Inland Alternative 
Committee to violate the elec­ 
tion code by “ making illegal of­ 
fers of considerstion to reward 
voters for casting ballots affir­ 
matively.” 
The promise was made, 
Perlin said, to provide jobs, 
lower property tax and give the 
county additional tax revenues. 
Also, the contestants claim, 
Exxon through the same com­ 
mittee engaged in a campaign 
of “ intimidation or coercion” 
aimed at getting approval of the 
onshore facility by threatening 
to build an offshore facility if 
the onshore plant was not sup­ 
ported. 
The contestants claim that 
voters were led to believe the 
offshore plant would be built 
automatically if the onshore 
plant were defeated. But Perlin 
said that a later opinion issued 
by Attorney General Evelle 
Younger has contradicted this 
contention 
Defendants in addition to Ex­ 
xon and the committee are the 
Board of Supervisors. County

Fortunately, Autry feels, 
Lompoc is taking the necessary 
steps to prevent it from becom­ 
ing another smoggy, industrial 
wasteland. The environmental 
resource management element 
of the city’s general plan was 
completed last year. 
This study outlined the 
various areas where problems 
could occur. It took into con­ 
sideration such diverse things 
as noise, air, water and visual 
pollution, open space preserva­ 
tion, what areas were most 
desirable for development and 
those which should be left for 
agriculture and even earth­ 
quake problems. 
Autry said this study enables 
the city to determine where 
problems may arise and what 
to do about preventing or solv­ 
ing them. 
He said the city is currently 
trying to get the northern Santa 
Barbara County area included 
in a study of area air quality in 
order to see how Lompoc 
growth would affect other 
areas. 
He said certain types of in­ 
dustry that emitted air pollu­ 
tants could move in and 
adversely affect air quality. 
Yet it would be noticed in areas 
like Solvang and Buellton 
before it would be here, due to 
prevailing winds. 
“ We have a legal obligation, 
under the Air Quality Act, to 
see that the quality of the air 
does not deteriorate and even to 
improve it if possible," said 
Autry. 
Federal and state air quality 
standards now mandate that ex­ 
isting air quality cannot be al- 
low ed 
to 
d e te r io r a te 
significantly and in many cases 
must be improved. 
He also pointed out the city 
had taken steps to prevent noise 
pollution by more or less stop­ 
ped westward expansion. 
“ We have drawn a line in the 
approximate area between V 
Street and Bailey Ave. and es­ 
sentially said there’ll be no

He did say he thought allow­ 
ing pockets of open space 
within the city to be developed 
was both “ desirable and neces- 
.sary." 
The city recently brought zon­ 
ing and land use into confor­ 
mity with the general plan. 
Density limitations were placed 
on development so new con­ 
struction would not overload 
city facilities, such as sewer 
lines. Autry said if necessary, 
the limitations could always be 
changed to keep development in 
line with available facilities. 
He feels this is the proper 
way to control growth, through 
the general plan and not by 
making political policy state­ 
ments, which he feels San Luis 
Obispo did when it passed an or­ 
dinance prohibiting develop­ 
ment in areas lacking facilities. 
Autry said new projects in 
Lompoc have all the en­ 
vironmental factors taken into 
consideration before they’re 
given approval. 
“The evaluation of projects is 
very thorough. Decisions are 
made in full realization of facts 
available to us," he said. 
He cited as an example of a 
project being stopped, a 
proposed land subdivision in the 
vicinity of the old mission 
because of the historical and 
archaeological significance of 
the area. The same thing could 
happen to a project that was en­ 
vironmentally unsound, he said. 


The environment isn’t the 
popular cause in Lompoc. It is 
farther south, according to 
Autry. 
“ Lompoc and the north 
county differ from the south 
county in that people here get 
enraged by requirements that 
stop a project. Yet we’re still 
mandated by law to consider 
environmental factors," he 
said. 


Autry says his impression of 
the mood of the people of Lom­ 
poc is they want to see growth 
but don’t want the developers to 
run roughshod over the city. 


“ In this day and age, any 
aware citizen and any aware 
developer recognizes en­ 
vironmental factors must be 
considered. You have to strike 
a balance between valid en­ 
vironmental concerns and 
development," be said. 


“ There are control standards 
that have to be met. If the city 
doubles in size, then it will be 
more critical. There'll be more 
people on less space." 


Autry doesn’t claim to be a 
seer, but he thinks there are 
certain paths Lompoc can and 
should take in further develop­ 
ing. 


“ I feel future growth and 
future development should be 
northward, toward the outlying 


areas like the Village." 
At a broad policy he feels 
Lompoc should try to convince 
the other areas it can offer 
« 


¡n service, such as sewer, 
aT a re d e s i r a b l e and 
economical and eventually try 
to incorporate them into the 
city. This would tie in neatly 
with a northward expansion of 
the community.

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Brown 
easing 
signs bill 
marijuana 
use penalties 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill relaxing California’s mari­ 
juana penalties to make posses- 
sion of sm a ll am ounts 
punishable by only a traffic 
ticket-styte $100 fine was signed 
into law Wednesday night by 
Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
The new statute takes effect 
Jan. 1, but its impact is ex­ 
pected to be felt immediately 
with a drop in marijuana ar­ 
rests and convictions. Howe­ 
ver, Brown warned the meas­ 
ure does not decriminalize 
marijuana use 
The law will end the threat of 
arrest or jail for persons caught 
with an ounce or less of mari­ 
juana Instead, a written cita­ 
tion will be issued at the scene 
and an offender ordered to ap­ 
pear in court where the max­ 
imum punishment will be a $100 
fine. 
For larger amounts, a viola­ 
tor still could be arrested and 
would face a term behind bars, 
but it would be a maximum of 
six months in jail rather than 
the possible one year in county 
jail or 10 years in state prison 
as prescribed by present law 
for possession of any quantity. 
Brown signed the measure 
3Vk Ijours before it would have 
gone into force without his 
signature. 
In a statement issued by his 
office, Brown pointed out: 
“This new law ... does not 
decriminalize posssession of 
marijuana as many suppose. 
Severe penalties still remain 
for possession of even less than 
one ounce of marijuana by 
minors, who may be made 
wards of the court and in­ 
carcerated.” 
A UPI survey this week of 
law enforcement officials found 
general agreement that the 
number of marijuana arrests is 
expected to go down during the 
interim before the law becomes 
official Jan. 1, the number of 
persons brought to trial will 
diminish and the number of 
persons convicted by juries will 
almost certainly decrease. 


The practical effect of the 
new law after the start of next 
year, most authorities agree, 
will be a general de-emphasis 
on enforcement of marijuana 
laws, with police and prosecu­ 
tors believing it not worth their 
time to chase users. 
Some leading law enforce­ 
ment officials, notably At­ 
torney General E velle J. 
Younger and Los Angeles 
Police Chief Ed Davis, strongly 
opposed the legislation. Davis 
called legislators “ gooney 
birds” for passing the law and 
has urged a referendum drive 


to put the issue on the ballot for 
a decision by voters. 
The bill (SB95) authored by 
Senate Democratic floor leader 
George Moscone, a candidate 
for mayor of liberal San Fran­ 
cisco, is the result of con­ 
siderable compromise in the 
philosophically divided legisla­ 
ture and leaves unchanged the 
penalties for growing or selling 
marijuana. 
Even cultivating or selling 
small amounts will continue to 
be a felony offense. Possessing 
marijuana for sale also will 
continue to be a felony. 
However, it is possible under 
the new law to give away quan­ 
tities of an ounce or less to 
friends and be liable only for 
the $100 fine. 
Brown emphasized the new 
law would leave unchanged the 
existing penalties up to a felony 
for possession of hashish or for 
driving under the influence of 
marijuana. 
Both supporters and oppo­ 
nents agree there is widespread 
misunderstanding of exactly 
what the bill will do. Here are 
its major provisions: 
—Possession of marijuana 
will be a misdemeanor with a 
m aximum penalty of six 
months in jail and a $500 fine. 
Under present law, persons ac­ 
cused of possession are ar­ 
rested and charged with a 
felony, carrying a maximum 10 
years in prison, but then courts 
have the discretion whether to 
lower the charge to a mis­ 
demeanor with a maximum one 
year in jail. 
—Possession of an ounce or 
less will be categorized as a 
“citable misdemeanor,” mean­ 
ing the offense remains a crime 
but the police officer merely 
writes a ticket and orders the 
suspect to appear in court. The 
maximum penalty will be $100, 
no matter how many times a 
person is convicted. However, a 
person convicted more than 
three times in two years will be 
ordered to attend a drug 
rehabilitation program in lieu 
of the fine. 
-State and local criminal 
records for persons convicted 
of possession of an ounce or less 
will automatically be purged 
after two years. Persons con­ 
victed previously will be al­ 
lowed to petition the court to 
have their records destroyed, 
too. Federal law enforcement 
records will remain untouched, 
however. 
— Existing prohibitions 
against possessing marijuana 
paraphernalia or being in a 
place where marijuana is 
smoked will be deleted.

Congress asked

Cooking talents 


By BETTY LAURENT 
Suggested as a neighborhood party meal or other large 
gathering is the recipe once published in the Mustard 
Seed bulletin of Flower of the Valley United Church. Ann 
Bockius contributed the recipe from her collection. A one 
dish meal, it is filling and satisfying. The original reci 
calls for squirrels and chicken. Ine squirrels may 
omitted and number of chickens increased. 


Brunswick Stew 
About 70 squirrels, cut up 
2 large stewing chickens, cut up 
6 gal. water 
24 lbs. salt pork, chopped 
24 gal. butter beans (lima) 
34 gals, cubed potatoes 
4 gals, peeled tomatoes, chopped 
1 gal. cubed carrots 
24 gals freshly cut com 
1 gal shredded cabbage (optional) 
1 pod red pepper, chopped 
4 cup black pepper 
14 cup salt 
1 lb. sugar 


Clean, dress and cut up squirrels and chickens. If squir­ 
rels are not used, increase number of chickens to 24 Br­ 
ing 4 gals.of the water to a boil in a 30 gal. iron kettle. Add 
meat. Cook, stirring frequently, until meat starts to come 
off bones. (Take out pieces of bone before serving to 
small children). 
Add remainder of water as needed. Chop salt pork, fry 
out and add pork and drippings to boiling mixture. Add 
beans, potatoes, tomatoes, carrots and com in order as 
each is prepared. Continue cooking and stirring until 
vegetables are tender. 
Add cabbage and seasonings, and cook stirring, until 
stew is thick and flavors well blended (approximately 1 
hour.) Remove kettle from the coals to serving area by 
hooking the handle over heavy pole, several helpers car- 
rying each end. Makes 15 gallons. 
The stew may be served in heavy paper bowls (the kind 
used for ground meat). Folks usually stand up to eat at 
big community suppers or other group affairs. The bowls 
of stew and paper cups of iced tea rest on high temporary 
tables which are simply wide boards nailed to waist-high 
poles. To accompany the main dish, squares of combread 
may be served. Ice cream makes the best and easiest des­ 
sert. 
The recipe may be cut down to 15-20 servings according 
to the Farm Journal Country Cookbook from which it 
came. 
From the Lompoc Warehouse comes the following 
recipe for a local product, pinquito beans. 


Barbecue Beans 
2 cups (1 lb.) Pinquito beans 
2 or 3 cloves of garlic, minced 
1 lge. onion, chopped 
1 can (8 oz.) tomato sauce 
1/3 cup bacon drippings 
2 to 4 tsp. chili powder 
4 tsp. powered cumin seed or comino (may be omit­ 
ted) 
Wash and pick over beans. Soak overnight in cold water 


or cover beans with boiling water and let stand until cool, 
Drain, cover with boiling water and add above in­ 
gredients. Cover and simmer gently 2-3 hours until beans 
are tender and sauce is thick and rich. Stir occasionally. 
It may be necessary to add a little boiling water from 
time to time. 
When done, the beans should be neither dry nor soupy. 
Served with barbecued meat, this amount of beans will 
serve 6-8 people. 
For smaller group parties in the home or refreshments 
at club gatherings, the following may be used. Recipes 
come from the cookbook published by United 
Presbyterian Women. Contributed by Lois Thompson is 
that for: 


Appetizer Meat Balls 
4 cup soy sauce 
4 cup water 
2 small cloves garlic, mashed 
2 tsp. ground ginger 
3 lb. ground chuck or round 
parsley 
Mix soy sauce, water, garlic and ginger. Blend well 
Add the meat and blend lightly. Lift out spoonsful of meat 
and lightly form into balls under one inch in diameter Ar­ 
range in large baking pan. Place in slow oven (275 
degrees) and bake uncovered for 15 minutes Turn once 
during baking. Serve hot with toothpicks. Garnish with 
parsley. Makes 150. 
Mary Saladino contributed the following 


Sausage Balls in a Blanket 
14 cups sifted flour 
2 tsp. curry powder 
1 tsp. paprika 
tsp. salt 
2 (4 oz.) pkgs. shredded Cheddar cheese 
4 cup margarine. 
Cut margarine into dry ingredients as you would for pie 
crust. Add cheese and mix well. Carefully add just enough 
cold water to form soft dough (not sticky). Try 1 tbsp at a 
time 
Set dough in refrigerator while preparing the sausage 
balls Use ground sausage or mixture of half beef and 
sausage. Season to taste with salt, pepper, cumin, garlic 
powder, oregano and marjoram. Mix in one beaten egg 
and ground cracker or dry bread crumbs. All should be 
well mixed into the meat before shaping 4 inch diameter 
meatballs. 
Place on cake rack on a cookie sheet and oven bake at 
375 degrees until browned (about 15-20 minutes). Fat will 
drain off as the meat bakes and cools 
After cooling, wrap, shape and roll prepared dough 
smoothly around the meatballs. Place on greased cookie 
sheet. Wrap with foil and freeze until party time. When 
ready to serve, place frozen into oven at 400 degrees for 
12-15 minutes, until golden brown. Serve with long picks 
so they may be dipped into your favorite hot sauce. Good 
served warm. Makes about 36.

Wednesday. 
He added: “I think he looked 
strong. But there is no doubt he 
has had some illness.” 
Humphrey was among a 
delegation of 15 senators who 
recently conferred for more 
than two hours with Bezhnev in 
Moscow on trad e, d isa r­ 
mament, Jewish emigration 
from Russia and other issues. 
Senate Republican leader 
Hugh Scott said he found 
Brezhnev “vigorous, express­ 
ive, jocular, serious and at all 
times strong.” 
One State Department ex­ 
pert, however, cast doubt on 
this bill of health, saying, “We 
know for sure that he is not 
well. We know that he goes 
away for weeks at a stretch to 
take care of his health.” 
Six months ago reports cir­ 
culated widely that Brezhnev 
was suffering from a serious 
ailment —such as cancer or a 
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kidney condition —which could 
result in his stepping down. 
T hese re p o rts , 
in tu rn , 
stimulated speculation among 
government and academ ic ex­ 
perts as to who might succeed 
him and what effect his depar­ 
ture would have on Soviet- 
American relations. 
Sen 
Abraham Ribicoff. D- 
Conn . told reporters Tuesday 
he was impressed with Brezh­ 
nev’s apparent deep desire to 
pursue a detente policy with the 
United States and lessen the 
chances of a world nuclear con­ 
flict. 
Members of the senatorial 
delegation to Moscow came 
away with these varied impres­ 
sions: 
—Brezhnev wants very much 
to meet with President Ford at 
a sum m it-level m eeting of 
European powers in Helsinki. 
Finland, at the conclusion of the 
Conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe. 
—The Soviet chief wants to 
meet with President Ford later 
this fall, in hopes of concluding 
a new m ajor accord on stategic 
arm s limitation. 
—Brezhnev believes U.S. and 
Soviet monitoring means are so 
sophisticated they would miss 
only one or two per cent of 
Soviet and U.S. m ilitary equip­ 
ment and installations.

All but 
$1.25 million will be used to 
make the golden-domed wing 
safe in the event of an earth­ 
quake. 
The rem ainder will finance 
relocation of the office and 
vault of the state treasurer 
from the Capitol to an existing 
building across the street.

LAS VEGAS-(NEA) 
— John Havlicek, the son of a 
shopkeeper in the small town 
of Martin’s Ferry, Ohio, once 
held the dream of becoming 
a famous athlete and earning 
— and here he may have 
laughed to even imagine such a 
sum — $25,000 
John Havlicek 
at age 35 is nearing the end of a 
remarkable career as a pro­ 
fessional 
basketball 
player, 
one that has brought him the 
fame he dreamed of and riches 
he could never have imagined. 
"With the money I’ve earned 
in basketball and the invest­ 
ments I’ve made, I never have 
to work another day of my 
l i f e ,” sa id H av licek at 
breakfast, before participating 
in the recent Dewar’s celebrity 
tennis tournament here. 
Havlicek’s soft voice is in di­ 
rect contrast to his sharp, near­ 
ly craggy features and the 
angular, relentless toughness of 
his basketball style. He has con­ 
tributed to the Celtics several 
number of world titles. And he 
is now the sixth highest scorer 
in the history of the National 
Basketball Association. 
Havlicek has been with the 
Celtics since 1962, when he 
joined Boston after playing for 
Ohio State. He has stayed long 
enough to enjoy the fruits of a 
new pecuniary era in pro 
sports, one that has made him a 
wealthy man. 
It didn't begin that way. He 
signed with the Celtics as their 
first draft choice (and ninth in 
the league) for $15.000 a year. 
He felt that that was good. 
After all. he recalled, just a few 
years before Hot Rod Hundley 
had been first draft pick in the 
NBA and signed for $9.500. 
Havlicek, after six years in 
the league, was earning $50,000 
"Sure, it was a lot of money,” 
Havlicek recalls, "but I didn’t 
think I was getting paid com­ 
mensurate with my abilities 
and with what other players 
were making 
“ You know, the C eltics 


always had this thing about 
‘Celtic Pride.’ But I felt that it 
always stopped as far as the 
front office was concerned with 
the players’ paychecks. A great 
player like Sam Jones, for ex­ 
ample. never earned more 
than, I think. $45,000 a season. 
"The Celtics always liked to 
count our playoff earnings as 
part of our overall salary, and 
that wasn’t fair. It should have 
been a bonus. 
"But we really didn’t com­ 
plain much. We couldn't. I 
mean, we were kind of afraid of 
going into Red Auerbach’s of­ 
fice and trying to put the 
squeeze on for more money. 
And no one had the courage to 
bring in an agent or lawyer. 
"But in 1969. things began to 
change, at least for me.” 
That was when the American 
Basketball Association, a rival 
league, made overtures to 
Havlicek The Celtics, who had

"But I 
had to. if I was going to get 
what I deserved in relation to 
what was going on around me.” 
It is easy to see why Havlicek is

State workers 
get pay hike 


SAN FRANCISCO <UPI) - 
Pay increases ranging from 
five to 10 per cent were as­ 
signed the state's 120.000 public 
employes Wednesday in a wide- 
ranging decision by the Califor­ 
nia State Personnel Board 
The raises averaged 6 7 per 
cent and particularly provoked 
the ire of California Highway 
Patrolmen who sought 17.5 per 
cent increases. Slightly more 
than half the state’s civil ser­ 
vants got five per cent pay 
raises The rest received raises 
of either 7 5 per cent or 10 per 
cent and employes earning $753 
a month or less were granted a 
one-time $400 bonus. 
The highway patrolmen, pris­ 
on guards, firemen and traffic 
officers got 10 per cent boosts. 
Clerks, park rangers, other law 
enforcement 
personnel 
and 
agricultural inspectors got 7.5 
per cent 


The board divided up $125 
million available for pay boosts 
after the legislature’s appro­ 
priation was reduced by Gov. 
Edmund G Brpwn Jr. in his 
budget for fiscal year 1975-76. 
Brown said nobody should get a 
salary increase of more than 10 
per cent 
But Richard Romanski of San 
Mateo, attorney for the high­ 
way patrolmen, said he would 
carry to court his clients’ re­ 
quest for higher increases.

WASHINGTON (UPIl - The 
United States and Mexico say 
arrests in both countries have 
broken up a m ajor drug 
organization which allegedly 
shipped hundreds of pounds of 
cocaine over the Mexican 
border each month. 


U.S. and Mexican officials 
said a “ new high in cooperative 
law enforcement” between the 
two nations resulted in smash­ 
ing the cocaine and marijuana 
trafficking organization, be­ 
lieved to have been one of the 
largest in the world. 


The organization allegedly 
shipped hundreds of pounds of 
cocaine from Mexico into U.S. 
distribution channels each 
month. 


A joint announcement by At­ 
torney General Edward H. Levi 


and Mexican Attorney General 
Pedro Ojeda-Paullada said U.S. 
Drug Enforcement Administra­ 
tion agents had arrested eight 
Californians by early Wednes­ 
day in the San Diego, Los 
Angeles and San Francisco 
areas. Fifteen other suspects 
were arrested earlier in Mexico 
and now are jailed in Mexico 
City. 


The suspects were charged 
with conspiracy to possess, dis­ 
tribute and seil massive quan­ 
tities of drugs. 


Officials said the organi­ 
zation was controlled from 
Mexico. The joint announce­ 
ment said members of the drug 
trafficking ring allegedly re­ 
ceived their instructions from a 
30-year-old Cuban. Alberto

Campaign financing 


There is considerable effort 
under way by politicians to 
come up with sonríe sort of 
public financing of political 
campaigns. The major theory 
behind public financing plans 
is that large donations from 
special interest groups unfair­ 
ly favor incumbents. There is 
a certain amount of validity to 
this point when one considers 
how many legislators owe 
their elections to generous 
campaign contributions or 
business, organized labor and 
public employes. 
Four major bills are cur­ 
rently introduced in the 
Legislature for partial or full 
public financing of legislative 
and statewide campaigns. 
Nearly all have certain ele­ 
ments in common that raise 
serious constitutional ques­ 
tions. 
The questions that arise 
stem from the donation and 
spending limitation provisions 
of the proposals, ranging from 
an absolute ban on private con­ 
tributions if the candidate 


elects for total public financ­ 
ing to dollar limitations on 
private contributions with con­ 
tributions from corporate and 
labor groups prohibited. 
Other schem es are par­ 
ticularly obnoxious. AB 627 by 
A ssem blym an L aw rence 
Kapiloff would provide a $10 
tax credit for anyone who 
votes in a general election. Our 
problems are much more 
serious than we had believed if 
we have come to the point 
where we need to bribe people 
to exercise their right to vote. 
Another Kapiloff provision 
calls for a travel bonus where 
i.he price of one round trip to a 
le'gislator’s home district by a 
common carrier will be paid 
to him every week — whether 
he makes the trip or not. 
Extreme care and caution 
must be undertaken in the 
design of any public campaign 
financing measure to insure 
that the measure will not be a 
public financing machine 
boondoggle.

Watérgate revisited 


A year ago this week, the House 
Judiciary committee released White 
House tapes revealing that the Nixon 
version previously issued was doctored 
and false; a year ago this week a 
prosecutor in Judge Sirica’s court 
revealed a 19*minute gap in a Nixon- 
Ehrlichman tape; a year ago this week 
the Supreme Court heard oral arguments 
on whether "executive privilege” ex­ 
cused the President (an unindicted co­ 
conspirator) from surrendering 64 ad­ 
ditional conversations; and a year ago 
this week vice president Ford at San 
aemente said he felt “strongly” there 
would be no impeachment because the 
"preponderance of evid«ice favors the 
president.” 
The rush of news and developments 
one year ago was unparalleled in 
A m erican h isto ry for the g reat 
Watergate cover-up was collapsing; toe 
president and the nation were hurrying 
to their rendezvous with August 9, the 
faUl day when the first chief executive 
in history would in effect go over 
Niagara Falls. A year ago? - it seems a 
lifetime ago; something you read about 
somewhere in a history book; it seems 
longer than a year because we have been 
trying to forget it. In July, 1975, the ger­ 
aniums bloom in Lafayette Park across 
from the White House just as they did 
then; the weather is hot and humid as it 
was a year ago, and the mood of the na­ 
tion toward Watergate is still uncertain, 
and enervated. Last year it was numbed, 
too; it leaped briefly into a firwtorm of 
anger when the President fired the 
special prosecutor, but quieted again as 
the Ervin committee ended its work and 
the House Rodino committee passed in­ 
terminable weeks behind closed doors. 
At the last though, the mood began to 
change, showing hidden reserves of in­ 
dignation as toe drama moved to its in­ 
credible climax. Before long the 
Supreme Clourt would speak unanimous­ 
ly, forcing out the final tapes, including 
the conversation, June 23,1972, that con­ 
tained NixOTi’s agreement to use toe CIA 
to halt the FBI’s investigation. That 
ended it. ’That was the “smoking pistol.” 
What produced those final weeks, a 
year ago? After election in 1972, the 
president’s popularity rating near an all- 
time high — was 68 per cent. He won by a 
landslide: 61 per cent to 38 per cent, in­ 
dorsed by 753 daily newspapers to 56 for 
McGovern, whose inept campaign never 
got off the ground.

Indeed there was bravura 
about it: those Graustarkian costumes 
Nixon aw>roved for White House guards, 
and the trumpet fanfare used to herald 
his entrance on state occasions. And all 
the time the man in the White House 
knew that a crime had been committed, 
that he had participated in the crime in 
the cover-up, and that upon him now a 
trap seemed to be closing, more and 
more threatening.

Interview with the President 


In July, a year ago, the final defen^ 
was giving way as the president’s 
celebrated lawyer, James D. St. Clair, 
tried to convince the black-robed 
justices that the confidentiality of 
presidential con versa tiwis should be ab­ 
solute. Justice Marshall, July 8, posed a 
hypothetical case: if confidentiality 
were absolute, he asked, how could a 
judge, say, be exposed, who had made a 
deal with a President for money? Why,” 
St. Clair answered brightly, “the remedy 
is clear, he should be impeached.” 
“But how are you going to impeach 
him,” asked Marshall, “if you don’t 
know alXHit it?” 
St. Clair lamely replied that “very few 
things forever are hidden.” A year ago 
one could guess which way the Court 
would decide. 
It had taken a long time to reach this 
point. Sunday papers of June 18,1972 car­ 
ried paragraphs about five men ar­ 
rested in toe Watergate headquarters of 
the Democratic National Committee. In 
a rented room nearby were 32 one- 
hundred-dollar bills and the notebook of 
“E. Hunt” with a notation “W.H.” Could 
tois mean White House? 
Presidential press secretary Ronald 
Ziegler said he wouldn’t comment “on a 
third-rate burglary attempt.” (White 
House reporters are still over-reacting 
to tois by asking mean questions of Ron 
Nessen.) The New York Times could 
hardly take it seriously; it headlined sub­ 
sequent stories “Watergate Caper,” or 
“Watergate Whodunit.” And all toe time 
from then on, behind the scenes, the 
president guarded his secret and felt 
himself under attack from the “elite,” 
the intellectuals,” the “Establishment,” 
and responded in kind. 
'There were a lot of secrets coming to 
light in Washington a year ago. 'They are 
still making news today. In a little- 
noticed unanimous report, the Ervin 
committee revealed toe price tags on 
brokeraged foreign envoy posts, noting 
that Herbert Kalmbach, toe Nixon fund­ 
raiser, was “the first person in modem 
times to be convicted for selling an am­ 
bassadorship.” It printed the list of 
Western European am bassa^rs and 
their c(Mitributions to the Nixon 1972 
campaign. 
A New York Times story says that 
Mrs. Farkas now facing possible indict­ 
ment, blames others for tempting her 
millionaire husband to buy her an am­ 
bassadorship. 
'The president wasn’t without friends a 
year ago. He told Rabbi Korff, leader of 
a pro-Nixon group and author of a just 
published book, “The Personal Nixon: 
Staying on the Summit,” that Watergate 
would be remembered as “the broadest 
but the thinnest scandal in American 
history.” 'The interview was released, 
July 16 at San Clemente. Nixon took a 
forgiving attitude toward his «lemies. 
As for this column, we wrote, (July 6, 
1974) “Various events are finally ap­ 
proaching conjunction.” We were anx­ 
ious — the strain shows. “What in God’s 
hame,” we asked, “ is the public 
thinking? We think the public is out there 
waiting, far ahead of Congress. It has 
lost track of details; it has made up its 
mind; somehow or other we should get 
another president.” 
For a year, America has tried to forget 
Watergate. Now, maybe, we can look 
back at it with clearer eyes. 


WASHING'TON -D elay in a Middle 
East peace settlement is the worst possi­ 
ble alternative which would lead almost 
inevitably to still another war. President 
Gerald Ford said in an interview with 
this reporter and two colleagues. 
“'That would result 
in unrest on all sides,” 
the President said. “It 
would be an open in­ 
vitation to another 
war.” 
He spoke with great 
gravity as he directs 
the effort to bring 
Egypt and Israel to 
agreement on terms 
for 
another disengag;ement and at least a 
temporary truce in the no-war, no-peace 
condition between the two powers. 'The 
decision he must shortly take, spelling 
out without equivocation toe American 
position is. the President agreed, as dif­ 
ficult as any in nearly a year in office. 
But he rejected the view expressed in a 
news dispatch from Tel Aviv that the 
United States was serving an ultimatum 
on Israel. 'I^ere can be no settlement ar­ 
bitrarily imposed, the President said. 
Such a settlement would get off on the 
wrong foot at the start. 
If there is no success in the present ef­ 
fort then we must turn to a broader more 
comprehensive program, the President 
said. It would be necessary to reconvene 
the Geneva conference with the Soviet 
Union and the United States as co-spon- 
sors with all the powers in the Middle 
East present. 
As he has said before, the President 
believes that another Middle East war 
would almost certainly bring another oil 
embargo imposed by the Arab oil 
producers. 'That would have disastrous 
consequences particularly in view of the 
fact that the oil-consuming nations have 
not yet coordinated their policy and that 
the Congress has not yet passed an 
energy bill that, in Ford’s view, can br­ 
ing a reduction in American consump­ 
tion of petroleum. 


I was in Brussels for the President’s 
participation in the NATO summit 
meeting. At his press conference there 
with several hundred European and 
American correspondents, the President 
showed the quiet decisiveness that in 
European eyes gave him a new stature. 
This has been reflected here at home 
in a rise in the polls since his venture in 
summit diplomacy. Answering a wide 
range of questions covering national ar^ 
international issues in the oval office in 
the White Hoiise, he had the confidence 
that has been a mark of his seasoning in 


what Harry Truman once called the im­ 
possible office of the presidency. 
“I’m always an optimist,” he said wito 
a broad smile when the questioning 
' turned to energy and the difficulties in 
coordinating policies at home and 
abroad. 
Asked about the statement of the oil- 
producing and exporting countries 
(OPEC) that an increase of $2 to |4 a 
barrel for oil is inevitable in September, 
the President said this would have the 
most serious consequences. It would be 
serious for the United States, more 
serious for Europe, very serious for 
Japan and most serious of all for the 
under-developed countries. We are in a 
better position to handle it, he added. 
'The imminent issue when Congress 
returns from the present Fourth of July 
holiday is whether the Ford plan to 
decontrol “old” oil, roughly two-fifths of 
current consumption, will be nullified by 
Congressional action. Decontrol will 
mean an increase in the per-gallon price 
at the pump. 
Gloomy prophets have said this will 
mean $l-a-gallon gasoline as against the 
present 55 cents. While Ford declined to 
speculate about a price rise, he expres­ 
sed the belief that price is the most ef­ 
fective deterrent to consumption. 
But congressional nullification of 
decontrol might be, as has been widely 
conjectured, followed by a Ford veto of 
the ciMigressional move. The energy ball 
would then be back in the congressional 
court. Repeated prodding by the White 
House has resulted in what has been 
widely interpreted as no more than a 
toothless measure leaving the whole 
m atter as unresolved as it was a year or 
more ago. 
“I just don’t want to threaten the 
Congress,” the President said when 
a sk ^ if he contemplated a veto. “I want 
to work with them.” 
Despite some hints from administra­ 
tion sources that military force might be 
resorted to in the event of another oil 
embargo, there is no thought of that in 
toe President’s view. 'That kind of think­ 
ing is impossible. 
In the game of congressional action 
and presidential veto — a kind of bad­ 
minton played the length of Penn­ 
sylvania Avenue — the President’s score 
is six to zero for the Congress. But asked 
whether this didn’t put him in a position 
in 1976 to initiate a Truman type “do 
nothing” campaign against Congress, 
the President gave a cautious response. 
'The vetoes, and he cited toe four he 
considers most important, the farm bill, 
the emergency job measure, housing and 
strip mining, are meant to put a brake on 
spending and thereby to curb inflation.

'Though national governments 
can operate with a deficit, individuals 
cannot.

Our executive and legislative branch^ 
are sensitive to the medium of the writ­ 
ten word.

'The goal is to keep the federal deficit to 
$60 billion which, in Ford’s view, can be 
absorbed with a rate of inflation by the 
end of the present year at 5 per cent. 
'The President cited Rep. Thomas L. 
Ashley, D. Ohio, as telling his fellow 
Democrats during the debate in the 
House over a veto on the housing bill that 
they were following a wrong cwirse in 
passing legislation* that invited a veto. 
Ford said he hoped to work for coopera­ 
tion rather than confrontation. 
“If we don’t go down the road of con­ 
frontation,” he said, “then the kind of 
campaign you spoke about is not possi­ 
ble. I like to think of compromise and 
conciliation.” 
Responding to the criticism of AFL 
President George Meany charging him 
with indifference to the unemployed. 
Ford pointed to a series of measures he 
believes will help reduce the total of 
jobless without more inflation. The 
latest figures from the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, he said, showed an increase in 
em ploym ent of 550,000. With the 
economy improving, the trend in 
employment will improve. 
Ford described himself as fiscally a 
conservative, a moderate on social 
legislation and an internationalist in 
foreign policy. 'This was his response to 
conservatives in his own party who ac­ 
cuse him of stray in g from the 
Republican line. 
“I expect to go into toe primaries,” he 
said of his plans for the ’76 contest. “1 
love to cam paip. It is a wholesome 
aspect of the political scene.” 
At no time during the interview did the 
President speak with greater emphasis 
than in stressing the danger to the na­ 
tion’s security if the Central Intelligence 
Agency is seriously harmed or crippled. 
This danger, he said of recent revela­ 
tions, is right on the border. It is a poten­ 
tial that can be very harmful to the 
country. 
He was trying, he said, to provide the 
congressional investigators with all rele­ 
vant information. But he felt bound to 
reiterate what he said recently that they 
must use the “utmost prudence.” 
“We need a strong intelligence com­ 
munity. 'The danger is that further leaks 
will cripple the intelligence community. 
'There is not much that I can do about 
what Congress does. It is a separate body 
and I am trying to cooperate with them 
by giving them information.” 
As to his personal knowledge of CIA 
activities, he said that he was basically 
informed although he did not have a day- 
to-day knowledge. He knew the “general 
thrust” of what they were doing. 
At the close of the interview, the Presi­ 
dent spoke of the series of speeches he is 
making in the midwest in the next 10 
days, some political and some non­ 
political. The strong impression was of a 
man who knows the direction in which he 
intend» to go and is well on his way.

Now a new chapter in the saga ш 
hands across the sea. On Monday, a let­ 
ter from the young man arrived in Lom­ 
poc Police department. It was addressed 
simply “Lompoc County Officer of the 
Law, California, U.S.A.” The fact that 
the letter arrived with that truncated ad­ 
dress is a tribute at least to the respon­ 
siveness of the U.S. Postal Department. 
The letter landed in the lap of Police Sgt. 
Richard DeLung for reasons that are not 
clear. 
Only portions of the letter are legible. 
“Indeed I got a driver’s license from 
heaven and as being busy like ‘Hello 
there’ implying that a car with even less 
h.p. than the 150 m.p.h. I first got to 
know you in Feb. 1966.” 
The gist of the letter is the young 
man’s request for a Pontiac car. “Pon­ 
tiac still achieves very most wanted 
desire,” he wrote. “In fact it is a need I 
suggest you do take under consideration 
in toese days when cars are so hard to 
sell over there.” 
DeLung says he has no plans to send 
the young man a car. 


When school trustee Dick Jacoby told 
an audience Tuesday night that he hadn’t 
always been an attorney and that he was 
a former member of the Bakers and 
Confectionary Union, AFL-CIO, he 
wasn’t kidding.
